PASSAGE UNLIKELY 
AT EXTRA SESSION 


to Prevent House Vote 
Lest Curb Be Imposed 
on Cheap Labor.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25. — For 
ark ways and vain tricks, not many 
political games have proved more 
peculiar than the one _ centering 
about the wages and hours bill, the 
enactment of which, during the cur- 
rent extra session of Congress, it is 
now acknowledged, only a miracle 
can bring to pass. 

On May 24, President Roosevelt, 
urged in a special message that 
“Legislation can, I hope, be passed 
at this session of Congress further 


to help those who toil in factory 
and on the farm. We have promised 
it. We cannot stand still.” On the 
same day a bill from the studio of 
the New Deal's young masters of 
legislative draftsmanship, Thomas 
G. Corcoran and Benjamin V. Co- 
hen was introduced in the upper 
chamber by Senator Hugo L. Black 
of Alabama (now Associate Justice 
of the Supreme Court), and in the 
House of Representatives by the 
late Congressman William P. Con- 
nery Jr. of Massachusetts. 


Progress of the Bill. 

With certain amendments, the 
measure passed the Senate July 31, 
by a two to one vote, 56 to 28. On 
Aug. 4, the House Labor Committee 
accepted the Senate bill, with seven 
amendments proposed by President 
William Green of the American 
Federation of Labor. It then passed 
to the Rules Committee of the 
House, which in general controls 
what measures shall be voted on by 
that body. It exercises this power 
through its right to recommend, by 
means of a special rule, on what 
day or in what circumstances un- 
privileged bills—which in round 
terms are those not concerned with 


the 


appropriation and revenue—may be 
taken up. Unprivileged bills, even 
when favorably reported by a legis- 
lative committee such as that on la- 
bor, must go on the regular House 
calendar, and seldom get any fur- 
ther unless the Rules Committee 
recommends that they be consid- 
ered at a special time. 

The bill proposed a mandatory 
country-wide minimum in industry 
of a 40-hour week at 40 cents an 
hour, counting up to $16 a week, 
or $800 a year of 50 weeks. 


Opposition From the South. 


From the outset, the Black-Con- 
nery bill excited alarm in the 
Southern wing of the Democratic 
party. It was deliberately calculat- 
ed, cried statesmen from that sec- 
tion, to destroy the South’s tradi- 
tional economic system. The genu- 
ine reason for their opposition, 
largely covert but skilled and reso- 
lute, was that they regarded the 
measure as an opening wedge for a 
nation-wide standard of wages and 
hours. Such a law would destroy 
the principal argument through 
which Southern leaders lure North- 
ern industrial capital South of the 
Mason and Dixon line—namely, 
that the South commands a vast 
reservoir of labor not merely docile 
and unorganized, but cheaper than 
that of the North. The Southerners 
were further estranged by a Senate 
amendment regulating the trans- 
portation of child labor products in 
interstate commerce. 


The Men in Control. 


Unfortunately for the administra- 
tion, the leadership of the House 
is dominated by Southern politici- 
ans, particularly Speaker William 
B. Bankhead of Alabama and Ma- 
jority Leader Sam Rayburn of 
Texas. Both have given and con- 
tinue to give valiant lip service to 
the wages and hours bill, but events 
of the present week tend to show 
that both are at heart in sympathy 
with the views of their section, 

The issue likewise brought into 
prominence the chairman of the 
Rules Committee, Congressman 
John O’Connor of New York, a 
Tammany chieftain. As such, he 
could not plausibly be accused of 
headlong devotion to the New Deal. 

This committee has 14. members, 
consisting of four Republicans and 
10 Democrats, five from the North 
and five from the South. Througb 
a coalition of Republican and South- 
ern Democratic members, the wages 
and hours bill has for more than 
three months lain in the commit-

| CLEVELAND, Nov. 25. — A 
strike of union bus drivers went 
into effect on Greyhound lines 
throughout Northeastern United 
States at one minute after mid- 
night today. 


The strike was marked by fist 
fights and four arrests nere. It 
spread over a network of Grey- 
hound lines in 16 states, after last 
minute peace moves by Labor De- 
partment conciliators, failed. 

John L. Conner, Federal Labor 
Conciliator, who flew here late yes- 
terday, said he was unable to avert 
the strike. 

“I am advised by Mr. Harvey (S. 
R. Harvey, assistant president of 
the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men) that the strike is on, but 
I will attempt to mediate the dis- 
pute as both sides have agreed to 
meet with me,” he said. “I will stay 
here, hoping to affect a settlement.” 

Conner renewed his peace efforts 
today. 

“I am seeking a wedge to break 
an apparent deadlock over the 
closed shop and increased mileage 
wage rates,” he said. “I shall meet 
with both sides separately during 
the day, but no joint conference is 
immediately in prospect.” 

Conflicting 


Ivan Bowen, general Greyhound 
counsel, said: “We dre running on 
all schedules, with many points en- 
tirely unaffected by the strike.” 

Harvey declared: “Reports from 
all major points which I received 
this morning are that the line’s 
busses are tied up. I was informed 
the companies ran some busses out 
of Chicago and New York with 
armed guards aboard, but no pas- 
sengers. They are not operating 
on anything like regular schedule.” 

Both Bowen and Harvey said they 
were willing to meet with Conner 
for discussion. 

At the Greyhound terminal here, 
police said, a striker threw himself 
in front of a bus just as it pulled 
out of the dock, and defied the 
driver to run over him. 

As the vehicle, carrying about 30 
passengers bound for New York 
stopped suddenly, the man crawled 
underneath, the bus where he re- 
mained until tae company officers 
announced temporary abandonment 
of the trip, and the passengers were 
unloaded. Police said he would be 
held for investigation. 

Three Other Arrests. 

Three other arrests followed a 
few minutes later, when an attempt 
was made to stop a heavily loaded 
Pittsburgh bus. Fists flew as police 
cleared a path and the bus went 
East with an escort of police cars. 

S. R. Sundstrom, president of 
Pennsylvania Greyhound Lines 
with headquarters here, said tue 
company would continue to move 
busses as long as it could get ex- 
perienced drivers. 

Officers of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen, who called the 
strike after a break-down in 
negotiations for a new contract, 
estimated that 1300 drivers stopped 
work. Company officers placed the 
number at 1000. 


Company representatives in New 
York, Boston, Detroit and Indiana- 
polis said operations were unaf- 
fected by the strike, and busses 
were reported to have left Wash- 
ington on schedule. In Baltimore 
and St. Louis operations were dis- 
rupted while in Chicago three 
busses scheduled to leave for De- 
troit, Cleveland and Kansas City 
were detained.

REINFORCEMENTS 
SENT TO DEFENDERS 


Serious Food Shortage in 
Shanghai, Where Mobs 
of Refugees Storm Rice 
Shops — Cold Weather 
Adds to Problem.

SHANGHAI, Nov. 25.—A Japan- 
ese spokesman announced today 
the capture of Wusih, strategic 
midpoint of the Chinese defense 
line barring the approach to Nan- 
king after heavy fighting. The 
Japanese first announced the fall 
of Wusih several days ago, but 
later it was learned Chinese troops 
still held the town. 

To the north of Wusih, some 80 


troop concentrations all along the 
165-mile battle front at the base 


of the Shanghai delta and raided 
the Nanking airdrome although 
civilian districts were spared. 

Chinese reinforcements were sent 
to the front to meet the tened 
Japanese offensive aimed at Nan- 
king, China’s virtually evacuated 
capital, 100 miles away. 

Japanese big guns fired shells at 
scattered Shanghai peninsula de- 
fense positions, but the major drive 
awaited final preparations. 

Although large scale operations 
were suspended, Japanese press re- 
ports were that Chinese had lost 
Huchow, on the south flank of the 
Nanking defenses, to three Jap- 
anese columns. The Chinese were 
said to have been driven from the 
stronghold, to the rear of the main 
defense line on the southern shore 
of Lake Tai. 

Japanese attempted to land reine 
forcements along Lake Tai, but Chi- 
nese sources said armed launches 
attempting to effect the landings 
were repulsed, 

Three Days’ Food in Shanghai. — 

Shanghai faced a critical food 
shortage and the danger of food 
riots. With the coast blockaded 
by Japanese „ railroads 
and canals to the interior dam- 
aged by repeated bombardment, 
and 1500 square miles of rich 
Kiangsu Provinee occupied by the 
Japanese, only gceanty food supplies 
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trickled into the city of more than 


3,000,000 population. 

Municipal] officials found only 
three days’ food on hand. Prices of 
staples mounted rapidly. Chinese 
farmers in Japanese-occupled areas 
were unable to take their products 
to market. Acres of fertile land 
surrounding Shanghai had been 


abandoned or damaged to such an 
extent that cultivation was impos- , 


sible.

Chinese in the city.

Three times Madrid resi- 
dents thought the shelling had 
ended but insurgent and Govern- 
ment batteries did not become silent 


finally until midnight. More than 
1200 bursts of shells were counted 
and property damage was reported 
extensive.

Planes Crossed From France.

HENDAYE, French - Spanish 
Border, Nov. 25. — Spanish in- 
surgents yesterday charged “evi- 
dent complicity of the French 
People’s Front Government” in air 
attacks on insurgent territory. 

A communique declared Spanish 
Government bombing squadrons 
flew over insurgent territory from 
Tardets, a French town southwest 
of Pau. It said 18 planes crossed 
the border at the town of Ustarits 
and raided the insurgent region 
west of Lograno in the Aragon 
sector. 

“All Spaniards may be sure that 
this spilled blood will be fruitful 
and soon such aggressions will not 
be possible in the new Spain we are 
forming with so many sacrifices,” 
the Salamanca communique said. 

“In the event Government planes 
again raid Nationalist regions aft- 
er crossing French territory, the 
Nationalist planes will chase and 
fight the Government planes in 
France, or wherever else they may 
meet them.” 

Military reports to insurgent 
headquarters said néavy concentra- 
tions of Gen. Francisco Franco’s 
southern army were massing for an 
offensive against Almeria, Govern- 
ment-held southeastern seaport.

Bomb Overturned Locomotive. 

The crew of an Illinois Central 
coal train locomotive told today of 
their experience the night of Aug. 
9, 1935, when their train was blown 
up near here.

Hoff, the engineer, and I. T. Fitz- 
gerald, the fireman, suffered in- 
juries when the engine was over- 
turned. 

“We were just running along 
about 40 miles an hour,” said Hoff,

path of a passenger train near 
Andrew, III. The officer who dis- 
covered it flagged the train in time. 

O. G. Chapman, an Illinois Cen- 
tral special officer, testified he saw 
the defendant, Art Gramlich, near 
the scene of the wreck on two occa- 
sions within two weeks before the 
bombing.

Devices to Bomb Trains. 

The testimony illustrated the sys- 
tematic extent of the bombing op- 
erations. Hundreds of sticks of un- 
exploded dynamite were found. 

At first, it was developed, ex- 
plosions were caused by persons on 
the scene wno threw a switch con- 
nected with a “hot spot” battery. 
But, a bombing technique was de- 
veloped so that it became unneces- 
sary for anyone to be in the vicinity 
at the time. 

The switch was concealed under 
the tracks so that the weight 
of the train would operate it, 
setting off dynamite buried be- 
tween the tracks, causing an ex- 
plosion to take place in the middle 
of a train of loaded coal cars. A 
working model of such a system 
was exhibited with a small sack 
representing the dynamite. The 
scene was a reconstruction of the 
Illinois Central tracks near Toronto 
on June 2, 1935, when dynamiting 
apparatus was found. 

Yesterday’s Testimony. 

Direct testimony against several 
of the 41 defendants, virtually all 
Progressives charged with con- 
spiracy to interfere with interstate 
commerce and the mails, was given 
shortly before recess yesterday but 
toe character of the man who 
gave it was speedily attacked.

Other Nations Vote for

BRUSSELS, Nov. 25.—The con- 
ference of Powers, called to seek 
peace in the Orient, adjourned yes- 


terday after adopting a declaration 
that condemned the use of armed 
force in disputes between nations 
and urged that hostilities between 
Japan and China be suspended. 

Eighteen nations voted for the 
declaration, Italy alone voted 
against it. 

Conference’s Declaration. 

The declaration said in part: 

“The conference is convinced that 
force by itself can provide no just 
and lasting solution for disputes 
between nations. 

“It continues to believe it would 
be to the immeditae and ultimate 
interest of both parties to the pres- 
ent dispute to avail themselves of 
the assistance of others in an effort 
to bring hostilities to an early end 
as a necessary preliminary to the 
achievement of a general and last- 
ing settlement. | 

“It further believes a satisfactory 
settlement cannot be achieved by 
direct negotiations between the par- 
ties to the conflict alone.” 

Arrangements were made for the 
conference to reassemble whenever 
its chairman or two members “have 
reported that they consider that its 
deliberations can be advantageous- 
ly resumed.” 

The participating Governments, 
the declaration said, meanwhile 
would have time “to exchange 
views and further explore all peace- 
ful methods by which just settle- 
ment of the dispute may be at- 
|

Police said they knew of no 
motive for the killing. 

Mrs. Mortimer was seen approach- 
ing her home, after a shopping trip 
in the business section, at 6:15 
o’clock last night. A girl reported 
passing her about half a block from 
the Mortimer home, which is seven 
blocks from the center of the city. 
As the girl, Emily Potts, passed the 
Mortimer house, she heard a scream, 
and, frightened, ran ahead without 
learning the cause. 

The attack occurred in front of 
a vacant house being remodeled, at 
a dimly Mghted spot betweeg two 
street lights. The street, built up 
with homes on one side, is tree 
shaded. On the opposite side is the. 
campus of the closed Hardin Col- 
lege. 

At 8:30 p. m., Orvid Holtman, 
whose home adjoins the vacant 
house, had occasion to look out- 
doors. He heard Mrs. Mortimer's 
moans and found her unconscious 
in the yard of the empty dwelling. 

She had been struck, apparently, 
on the sidewalk and dragged 60 
feet. The piece of wood used by 
her assailant was found nearby. 
Her purse also lay on the ground, 
unopened and containing her 
money. 

Col. Marvin Casteel of the Mis- 
souri State Highway Patrol and six 
patrolmen arrived at Mexico early 
today to aid in the hunt for the 
murderer. 

Mrs. Mortimer was the daughter 
of B. F. Rhodus, president of the 
banking supply company.

In the process of aiding needy 
pupils, the Public Schools Relief 
Fund has been distributing about 
300 pieces of cloth! g each week, 


Superintendent of Instruction Hen- 
ry J. Gerling announced yesterday. 
Instead of buying garments as 
needed, the practice of purchasing 
cloth in volume nd having it 
mad up by W PA seamstresses was 
started this autumn. 

It has been estimated that 8500 
garments would be issued in this 
way by the end of the school year 
next June. The women of the 
WPA forces have taken an inter- 
est in varying the style of the 
girls’ dresses. Usually a white 
blouse and a printed blouse are is- 
sued with a woolen skirt. Boys are 
given khaki lumberjack coats and 
blue, tan or brown corduroy trou- 
sers. 

Teachers and other school em- 
ployes contribute to the fund an- 
nually. In the six years since the 


1931, $101,508 has been spent for 
clothes, shoes, giasses, lunches and 
carfare for children who otherwise 
would have been unable to obtain 
them and hence would have had to 
stay out of school.

JEWELRY 
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HEARING ON FORD 
ANTI - PICKETING 
SUIT SATURDAY 


Assembly Plant Closed To- 
day, but C I O Demon- 
stration Is Expected to 
Be Resumed Tomorrow. 


Hearing of an injunction § suit 
filed yesterday by the Ford Motor 
Co., following the picketing of its 


assembly plant at 4100 Forest Park 
boulevard by C I O union members, 
is scheduled for 10 o’clock Saturday 
morning before Circuit Judge Rob- 
ert J. Kirkwood. 

The plant was closed today for 
Thanksgiving, but Milton N. John- 
son, manager, announced the as- 
sembly lines would be in operation 
again tomorrow morning. It is ex- 
pected there will be a second dem- 
onstration of mass picketing by CI 
O men, who are supporting the 
strike call issued here against the 
Ford company by the United Auto- 
mobile Workers of America. 

In its petition for an injunction 
the company names 29 individuals, 
who, it charges, conspired to damage 
the company through interference 
with its business. The defendants 
are not identified either as former 
employes or union men, and the 
list includes only one known union 
organizer, Harry Elder. 

Intimidation Alleged. 

It is stated in the suit that em- 
ployes were intimidated by the 
mass picketing yesterday morning. 
The demonstration resulted, the 
petition says, from a meeting held 
Tuesday at which the plans were 
made by the 29 defendants and many 
others nat known to the petitioner. 
The rights of the company and its 
workers were violated “by force 
and violence,” the petition asserts, 
and there was serious interference 
with the business of the assembly 
plant. The company asks for pro- 
tection from further interference 
and demands damages for harm al- 
ready done. 

The Executive Committee of the 
St. Louis Industrial Union Coun- 
cil, central body of C I O unions, 
indorsed the strike call against 
Ford last night and announced that, 
unless the controversy is quickly 
settled, the company and its prod- 
ucts will be put on the unfair list. 
Delmond Garst, regional director of 
the United Automobile Workers, ad- 
dressed the council meeting and 
charged that police had beaten two 
strike pickets yesterday. 

“Evidently our fight is with the 
police,” Garst said. “The police set 
the pace, but from now on we are 
going to have a lot of fun in For- 
est Park avenue,” he added. 

Stones Thrown at Workers. 

Stones were thrown at workers 
driving into the plant yesterday 
morning and there were several 
fights during the forenoon, but 
there was no disturbance when the 
workers departed for their homes in 
the afternoon. The majority came 
out at 3:30 o’clock with police es- 
corts and drove rapidly away in 
their machines. :

the picket lines under police guard. 

Union leaders said they had coun- 
ters stationed at all gates and their 
tabulations showed that 394 men 
left the plant. Manager Johnson, 
who escorted reporters through the 
five-story plant in the morning, de- 
clared that more than 600 men re- 
ported for work during the way. 
He offered the company time cards 
to refute the count made by the 
union. Johnson added that 892 men 
were working when the plant was 
shut down for the seasonal layoff, 
and that 975 are employed at peak 
production, 

Picketing by members of Local 
325, United Automobile Workers, 
which had claimed to represent a 
majority of the local Ford workers, 
was suspended last night, but will 
be resumed this evening. Strike 
headquarters have been established 
at 4052 Forest Park avenue, where 
pickets are fed. 

Strike Bulletin Issued. 

The first issue of a union Strike 
Bulletin made its appearance on the 
picket line yesterday. Referring to 
Henry Ford, the bulletin suggested 
that, “It is time for our uncle Henry 
to disassociate himself from the 
philosophy of the American Lib- 
erty Leaguers and become truly 
Americanized.” A Thanksgiving 
note read: “We thank you, uncle 
Henry, for the 21 days’ work since 
July, and for the guards and slug- 
gers who protect us while we 
work.” 

Two pickets, Guy Stroup and Roy 
Short, who were arrested by police 
and booked for peace disturbance, 
reported to union leaders that they 
were pulled inside the plant and 
beaten and kicked. 

Stroup declared he was jerked out 
of the picket line by a city detec- 
tive and turned over to another 
man, who struck him in the face, 
back and abdomen with his fists. 
His eyes were discolored when he 
appeared at strike heddquarters 
later. Short said he was pulled 
inside the plant, where an American 
flag he was carrying was snatched 
away and he was kicked. 

Sanction for the strike was grant- 
ed by the international] union, Unit- 
ed Automobile Workers, which an- 
nounced that union men in the 
Ford plant at Kansas City had been 
directed to be prepared to strike 
“if necessary.”

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DETROIT BOOKMAKER 
SHOT 10 DEATH IN BAR 


Gunmen Wound Two Em- 
ployes of Harry Millman 
and Two Bystanders. 


— 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Nov. 25.—Two gun- 
men entered a restaurant and cock- 
tail bar crowded with Thanksgiv- 
ing eve merrymakers at 1 a. m. to- 
day, killed Harry Millman, de- 
scribed by police as “the last of 
the purple gang leaders,“ and 
woundedgour other men. 

Nine pistol shots struck Millman 
as he reached for a drink which a 


bartender had just poured for him. 

Two of the wounded men were 
identified by police as employes of 
Millman’s horse-race handbook. 
They were Harry Gross, seriously 
wounded in the right shoulder, 
back and abdomen, and Harry Coo- 
per, who was treated for a flesh 
wound in the neck. 

The others wounded, police said, 
were bystanders. They were: Har- 
ry Shulak, Toledo, O., a furrier, 
shot in the left side and left hand, 
and Abe Butensky, linoleum sales- 
man who fell into his wife’s arms 
with bullet wounds in hig back, 
right hand and shoulder. 

Previous Attempt on His Life. 

Last August a dynamite bomb, 
exploding ben ath the hood of Mill- 
man’s automobile, killed a night- 
club doorman whom Millman had 
sent to get his car from a parking 
lot. 

The shots that killed Millman 
were from .45-caliber pistols. The 
gunmen shouldered their way 
through a crowd of diners in the 
restaurant adjoining the cocktail 
bar. Some of the 60 witnesses to 
the shooting said one other man 
and a woman accompanied them 
into thg restaurant. ‘ 

Millman stood at the bar, four 
feet from an archway separating 
the restaurant and cocktail grill. 
He was chatting with Shulak, who 
stood next to him, and with Gross 
and Cooper, who sat at a table 
nearby. 

Gunmen Advance, Open Fire. 

The gunmen advanced to within 
one step of Millman, and opened 
fire. Millman slumped to the floor. 
Shulak was hit by bullets that may 
have been intended for Millman. 

Then the gunmen turned their 
pistols on Gross and Cooper, who 
dived under a table. Butensky, din- 
ing with his wife, was returning to 
his table from a washroom. The 
thugs directed several shots at him, 
apparently believing he intended to

cut off their retreat. The killers 
escaped in a small sedan. 

Detectives said Millman had been 
arrested 28 times in the 27 years 
of his life on cnarges ranging from 
carrying weapons to robbery and 
murder. In every case except 
three he was freed. He was twice 
convicted of traffic violations and 
once of carrying a pistol.

| Motions of Government counsel, 


to strike out parts of the answers 
| filed by riverfront property own- 
ers to the condemnation suits for 
land in the proposed Jefferson 
Memorial National Park, will be 
argued before United States Dis- 
trict Judge George H. Moore, be- 


ginning at 10 a. m. tomorrow. 

The first case up for argument 
will be that in which the Govern- 
ment seeks to condemn property at 
First and Market streets, owned by, 
the Barnidge family. Julius T. 
Muench, attorney for the Barnidges, 
filed an answer Aug. 6, in which he 
alleged that the $9,000,000 now avail- 
able is insufficient to pay for the 
37-block memorial site. 

Other allegations made by At- 
torney Muench, which may be 
argued in the discussion of the 
Government's motion to strike out 
parts of his answer, are: 

That Congress has not made a 
necessary specific appropriation of 
money to pay for the property; that 
the Historic Sites Act, under whicn 
the memorial is planned, does not 
cover such purposes; that the 1935 
relief act does not authorize ex- 
penditure of $6,750,000, the Govern- 
ment’s three-fourths share of the 
$9,000,000 fund, for this purpose; 
that the Secretary of the Interior 
lacks authority to accept or spend 
the city’s $2,250,000 contribution; 
and taat the site is not of excep- 
tional value ‘historically. 

United States District Attorney 
Harry C. Blanton will sneak in sup- 
port of the Government motion, 
which states that parts of the an- 
swers are “argumentative,” and 
that parts have been adjudicated 
in the recent hearing, before Judge 
Charles B. Davis, of the suit for an 
injunction against the execution of 
the memorial project, which was 
denied. 

Regarding the allegation that the 
$9,000,000 fund will be insufficient, 
Blanton says in his motion that the 
Government cannot take any prop- 
erty, except by private purchase or 
by payment of money into court in 
a condemnation proceeding.

Fifty motorists who broke the 
traffic laws ate Thanksgiving din- 
ner with 380 other prisoners in the 


City Workhouse, but they had at 
least one thing to be thankful for— 
there was no work on the rock pile 
today. 

There was even a little pre-holi- 
day respite yesterday when the 
stone-breaking crews quit at noon. 
Every able-bodied prisoner must 
spend the first 30 days of his term 
in the quarry, and many of the 
traffic law violators do not get to 
work anywhere else, because their 
sentences are frequently shorter 
than that. 

This is one of the two occasions 
in the year when the management 
makes an effort to serve a “pretty 
decent meal,” Warden C. K. Sum- 
mersby said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. Christmas is the other spe- 
cial day.

Counsel for Ted Creech 
Barred From Attempt to 
Attack Credibility of Gov- 


ernment Witness. 


MAN ADMITS TELLING 
CONFLICTING STORIES

Gave One Version of Ken- 
tucky Dynamiting at a 
Trial, Another Before 
Senate Committee. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Coun- 
sel for Ted Creech, Kentucky mine 
superintendent on trial for per- 
jury, lost yesterday in an attempt 
to challenge the credibility of a 
star witness for the Government. 

United States District. Judge 
Joseph Cox ruled out an effort 
by the defense to show that the 
Senate Civil Liberties Committee 
knew Richard C. Tackett, former 
Kentucky Deputy Sheriff, lacked 
credibility when it questioned him 
regarding labor conditions in Ken- 
tucky. 

Judge Cox said thé Senate com- 
mittee might have considered tne 
“materiality” of Tackett’s story 
rather than his_credibility. 

Previously William Leahy, de- 
fense counsel, drew from Tackett 
admissions that he had given con- 
flicting testimony concerning a 
Harlan County dynamiting. 

Referring to a trial of another 
man in connection with the dyna- 
miting of a union leader's home, 
Leahy demanded: : 

“You swore then you didn’t have 
anything to do with tne dynamiting 
of the apartment house?” “Yes sir,” 
the witness replied, 

“And then you came down here 
and swore just the opposite before 
the Senate committee, didn't you?” 
That's right.” ; 

The perjury trial turns on an 
encounter between Creech and 
Tackett in the corridor outside the 
Senate committee’s hearing room. 
Tackett testified that Creech threat- 
ened him with eight or 10 years in 
jail for “getting the coal operators 


‘in difficulties” by testimony given 


the committee. Creech told the 
committee, that Tackett had said 
he was drunk when he made the 
allegations. 

Assistant District Attorney David 
Pine, questioning Tackett about his 
encounter with Creech, asked: 

“Did you say to him you came up 
here and got drunk and made a 


statement nere and did not know 


what you were saying? “No, sir,” 
the witness replied. “I never talked 
to him at all.” 

“Except to say, ‘I don’t 
you?’ ” That's right.” 


FIRST DIPLOMAT FROM U. S. 
IN YEAR VISITS MADRID: 


Counsellor Arrives Amid Bombard- 
ment— Will Set Up New nce | 
ces in Barcelona. 

MADRID, Nov. 25. — Walter 
Thurston, the first United States 
diplomat to visit Madrid in nearly 
a year, arrived here yesterda; amid 
the din of an insurgent bombard- 
ment. Thurston, counsellor of the 
American Embassy, planned to re- 
main only for Thanksgiving day. 

Embassy officials left here last 
Thanksgiving day, after the re- 
moval of the Spanish Government 


to Valencia. This week they will 
move to Barcelona, new seat of the 
Spanish Government. Thurston, 
after returning to Valencia Friday, 
will proceed to Barcelona to set up 
new embassy offices in the United 
States consulate general. A vice 
consul will be left in Valencia. 

Fifty-five refugees are still domi- 
ciled in the closed embassy build- 
ing here. Thanksgiving feast plans 
have been abandoned this year be- 
cause only eight Americans — five 
newspaper men and three business 
men—are left. None of them lives 
in the embassy building, the popu- 
lation of which includes four Fili- 
pinos, a Puerto Rican and their 
Spanish servants and families. 

The embassy has nine cows, three 
hogs—being fattened for Christmas 
two chickens, three sheep and a 
duck, 

One baby was born in the embas- 
sy during the year and another is 
expected. Two romances have rip- 
ened into marriage. One woman 
went mad from the thunder of 
bursting shells and died.

Delay Easily Managed.

TREASURY DOUBTS 
TAX REVISION WILL 
PRODUCE obo 


Experts Think It Might Cut 
Revenue, Though House 
Members Hold Opposite 


View. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 25. — Con- 
gressmen advocating immediate re- 
vision of corporation taxes ex- 
pressed the hope today that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would not block a 
vote at the special session. Some 
of them said they were convinced 
by recent talks with the. Chief 
Executive that he was willing to 
modify the corporate surplus and 
capital gains taxes and that he 


would agree to early consideration. 

The campaign to revise corporate 
taxes at the special session ran into 
a new obstacle, however. Treas- 
ury officials expressed doubts over 
the amount of revenue that might 
be obtained from the substitute 
measure tentatively approved by 
a House subcommittee. 

In announcing approval Tuesday 
of a substitute for the present un- 
distributed profits levies, subcom- 
mittee members said it would raise 
as much revenue as the rates they 
proposed to eliminate. Treasury 
experts since then, however, have 
indicated uncertainty on this point. 

Calls It Reasonable Plan. 

Chairman Vinson of. the subcom- 
mittee said the new measure “is a 
real undistributed profits tax, but 
it is reasonable. It gives more 
premium for distribution.” 

Tne completion of this substitute 
proposal gave new impetus yester- 
day to the demands for quick re- 
vision. A powerful bloc of Senators 
organized a campaign to vote on 
the substitute immediately without 
waiting for a bill completely over- 
hauling the tax system. 

Administration leaders, still striv- 
ing to get President Roosevelt's 
special session program moving, re- 
fused to be swept off their feet. 
They were just getting Senate de- 
bate on the farm bill started, and 
had not even progressed that far 
in the House. 

Democratic Leader Barkley in 
the Senate noted that only three 
weeks of the special session re- 
mained. He expressed doubt 
whethr a tax bill, even of limited 
proportions, could be pushed 
tnrough the House, the Senate com- 
mittee, and the Senate itself in that 
time. 

Barkley furthermore advised 
against a “botchy” tax revision. He 
said that with income tax returns 
not due until mext March, it was 
important to go slowly in revising 
the revenue laws. 

“Nuisance” Taxes Taken Up. 

While there were evidences that 
the pressure for quick action was 
being felt in the House committee, 
members c that group went on 
with their job of drafting a broad 
tax revision program. They turned 
from a study of the corporate taxes 
to tae “nuisance” taxes of movie 
tickets, cosmetics, etc. 

Chairman Vinson would not pre- 
dict when the job would be fin- 
ished and added that the tax 
framers would take whatever time 
is needed. He has forecast previ- 
ously that the work would not be 
completed until the January session 
of Congress.

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DUTCH GUILDERS CASE 
ARGUMENT TOMORROW 


Judge Davis to Hear Claim for 
Payment of Cotton Belt 
Bonds in Foreign Coin. 


Arguments in the Cotton Belt 
Railroad Dutch guilders case, in- 
volving the. question whether bond- 
holders can enforce payment in for- 
eign coin, now worth much more in 
relation to American dollars than 
at the time the bonds were issued, 
will be heard by Federal Judge 
Charles B. Davis tomorrow. 

The $21,638,000 bond issue was 
made payable, at the option of bond- 
holders, in Dutch guilders of equiv- 
alent value at that time. Because 
the United States has left the gold 
standard, and Holland has remained 
on that standard, guilders which 
formerly were the equivalent of $21,- 
638,000 now are worth more than 
$36,000,000. 

A motion of the St. Louis Union 
Trust Co., asking for leave to file 
a plea attacking the validity of $13,- 
533,000 of the same bond issue, was 
denied by Judge Davis yesterday, 
one of the arguments against it be- 
ing that it would delay considera- 
tion of the claim for payment in 
guilders, which has been pending 
in his court nearly a year. 

Denied Without Prejudice. 

Judge Davis, in denying the trust 
company’s motion, said that his ac- 
tion was without prejudice; hence, 
that if it should be necessary later 
to “straighten out this technical le- 
gal point,” the application might 
be refiled. 

The St. Louis Union Trust Co., 
represented by Crawford Johnson, 
offered its motion with the state- 
ment that it had learned only in 
the last few weeks of the alleged 
defect in the bonds, which, it held, 
rendered them invalid under the 
Missouri statute. This alleged de- 
fect, Attorney Johnson said, was 
that the bonds were not issued to 
the public, acquired by the Cotton 
Belt and reissued as collateral, but 
were issued dfrect, and were not 
in the hands of “innocent purchas- 
ers.” 

Time for Filing Expired. 

On this ground, the trust com- 
pany sought to protest against the 
claim of the Chemical Bank & 
Trust Co. of New York, holding the 
$13,533,000 bonds. The time for fil- 
ing exceptions to claims expired 
July 15, and that fact was cited in 
objections to the motion made by 
Carleton S8. Hadley, attorney for 
Trustee Berryman Henwood of the 
Cotton Belt; Allen C. Orrick, for 
the Chemicai Bank and Trust Co.; 
and John Holmes, attorney for the 
Guaranty Trust Co. of New York, 
trustee of the $21,638,000 issue. 

In the Cotton Belt guilders case, 
the United States Supreme Court 
in April, 1936, decided that the con- 
gressional resolution of 1933, abro- 
gating the gold clause in domestic 
contracts, did not prohibit the col- 
lection of the equivalent value of 
foreign currency, if the alternative 
method of payment were specified 
in the bonds. The railroad lawyers, 
arguing the claim before Judge Da- 
vis iast May, urged that it would be 
against public policy to permit 
American bondholders to base their 
claims on the value of foreign 
money.

Describing Employe Who Did Not Join 
Walkout Constitutes Disorderly Conduct.

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—Employes 

who refuse to quit work when a 
strike is called against their em- 
ployers and who continue perform- 
ing the same tasks they did before 
the walkout cannot be called 
“strikebreakers,” Magistrate WII- 
liam Klapp ruled yesterday in 
Washington Heights Court when 
finding a picket. guilty of disorder- 
ly conduct. 
The picket was Leon Kaye, 30 
years old, a striking employe of 
the Davega Sporting Goods Stores. 
He paid a $5 fine rather than go 
to jail for two days because on 
Nov. 10 he paraded up and down 
in front of the home of a fellow 
employe, Miss Sue Siegel, carrying 
a placard which read: “Your neigh- 
bor, Sue Siegel, ie a strikebreaker 
at Davega’s. Don't patronize the 
Davega Stores.” 

Miss Siegel, a bookkeeper, has 
been employed by the Davega con- 
cern for nine years. She said jn 
her office that when Local 830 of 
the Retail Employes’ Union, affil- 
iated with the Committee for In- 
dustrial] Organization, passed cards 
among the employes she signed 
one. She never paid dues, she said, 
and when a strike was called, near- 
ly a month ago, she refused to 
leave her desk. 

Magistrate Oites Definitions. 

Miss Siegel, who acted on ad- 
vice of Davega counsel and had 
Kaye arrested for picketing in front 
of her home, said that on two pre- 
vious occasions pickets had 
marched in front of the apartment 
where she lives with her mother 
and brother. In his ruling, support- 
ed by many legal citations, Magis- 
trate Klapp found: 

“No violence was resprted to and 
the complainant was not threat- 
ened, directly or indirectly. She 


testified she was employed by Da- 
vega for nine years and had joined 
the union and continued in her em- 
ployment after a strike was de- 
clared. Written false statements 
contained on a placard or oral 
false statements by those who may 
otherwise be legally picketing con- 
stitute disorderly conduct. 

Funk & Wagnall's Dictionary de- 
fines a strikebreaker as one who 
takes the place of a workman on 
strike. Webster’s Universal Un- 
abridged Dictionary defines a 
strikebreaker as a worker who 
takes the place of one who has left 
his work in an effort to force the 
employer to agree to demands 
made. 

Employe Not a Strikebreaker. 

“It seems to me that a young 
lady, steadily employed for nine 
years with the same concern, who 
refuses to follow other fellow em- 
ployes who joined a strike, is not 
a strikebreaker. She was not sub- 
stituting for any other émployé 
who is on strike, and no evidence 
was adduced that a change was 
made in the condition of her em- 
ployment; in other words, whether 
she was doubling up or assuming 
new responsibilities, or that her 
work was different from what it 
previously had been. 

“Aside from pursuing her regular 
duties, no testimony was intro- 
duced by the defendant that she is 
manifesting any affirmative action 
whatsoever toward breaking up the 
strike. 

“The meang herein cannot be 
countenanced. What appears on 
the sign is more than an expres- 
sion. The sign is misleading and 
is calculated to injure the complain- 
ant. A continuance of the defend- 
ant’s action may tend to a breach 
of the peace. I find the defendant 


guilty.”

BLOOMINGTON, Ind., Nov. 25.— 
By developing a process for electro- 
plating silver directly on iron or 
steel, University of Indiana chem- 
ists have made possifle silver bear- 
ings for airplane engines. Tests 
have shown that silver is better 
than babbitt, the usual metal 
around whirling shafts. The silver 
is soft against steel, it has less 
friction, it stands greater heat, it 
lasts longer, 

University of Indiana chemists 
discovered that the secret of plat- 
ing with silver lay in cleaning the 
iron or steel surface thoroughly. 
This surface, under a microscope, 


is a pebbly layer of metallic crys- 


tals. In the cracks between the 
crystals were impurities, mostly 
graphite When this dirt was 
cleaned off by chemical processes, 
the silver plated fast to the bare 
iron and steel. It adhered 380 
strongly that the iron could de 
broken without stripping off the sil- 
ver layer. The first layer of silver 
is so thin the iron can be seen 
through it. But subsequent plat- 
ing builds solid layers of silver up 
to a tenth of an inch thick. 
Sponsored by Producers. 

The process was developed by L. 
I. Gilbertson and Aaron Johnson, 
working under the direction of 
Prof. Frank C. Mathers. 

The research is sponsored by the 
American Silver Producers’ Asso- 
ciation. It is one of nine silver 
research projects in American uni- 
versities and scientific institutions 
planned to discover new commercial 
uses for silver. 

Silver bearings are only one of 
the apparent uses of the Indiana 
electroplating process. Silver can 
be used also to plate the inside of 
vats, cans, retorts and the cauldrons 
of industrial chemistry. 

Uses of the Process. 

Brewers have wanted silver-lined 
containers for making beer. Food 
manufacturers have asked about 
silver-lined vessels as a protection 
against contamination. Silver is 
said to be qne of the best materials 
for pickle-making utensils. 

In the chemical industry silver is 
a resistant to alkalis and organic 
acids. 

The Government pays 72 cents an 
ounce for silver. The world price 
is about 45 cents. 

Other institutions carrying on sil- 
ver research projects are the Bat- 
telle Memorial Institute, Columbia, 
Cornell, Lehigh, Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, Pennsylvania, 
Rensselaer Polytechnic 
and the National Bureau of Stand- 
ards.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Large 
orders from Ethiopia for high grade 
Texas cotton seed are interpreted

CITY HALL ASSOCIATION 
GIVES CHARITY $22 000 


$20,000 of $48,000 Pledged 
in Two Previous Campaigns 
Has Not Been Paid. 


A contribution of 322,000 to 
United Charities from the City Hall 
Public Employes’ Welfare Associa- | 
tion was announced after the final 
meeting of the charity campaign 
yesterday. In addition employes of 
City Hall offices independent of 
the Mayor contributed 54000 and 
some further contributions are ex- 
pected from individual city em- 
playes, not members of the associa- 
tion. 

The campaign ended with pledges 
totaling $2,171,382, or 85 per cent of 
the $2,555,000 sought. Belated gifts 
are expected to increase the total 
to about $2,200,000. 

This year the welfare associa- 
tion, with a membership compris- 
ing about 5000 of the city’s 7000 
employes, made the $22,000 contri- 
bution from its treasury, relieving 
its members of personal solicita- 
tion. Dues to the association are 
1 per cent of the member’s salary, 
and in the past city employes had 
been encouraged to give that much 
to the United Charities campaign. 

An intensive membership cam- 
paign was undertaken by the as- 
sociation recently, emphasizing as 
one of the advantages of member- 
ship exemption from solicitation 
by United Charities and other agen- 
cies. 

Particular pressure was exerted 
on members of the Fire Depart- 
ment, few of whom had joined the 
welfare association “reviously. 
Many firemen joined, and so are 
represented in the association’s gift 
to United Charities. No report has 
yet been received on the contribu- 
tions to United Charities of those 
Who did not join. 

$20,000 Remains Unpaid. 
Last year city employes, other 
than firemen, pledged $20,000 to the 
United Charities fund, and firemen 
pledged $12,000. The year before 
firemen gave $14,000, and other 
city employes pledged $28,000. 

Pledges of the firemen were paid 
promptly, but collection of pledges 
by other city employes lagged and 
the delinquency has been the sub- 
ject of conferences between lead- 
ers of United Charities and city of- 
ficials.: 

Although United Charities of- 
ficials would not discuss the mat- 
ter for publication, it was learned 
that about $10,000 of the $20,000 
pledged last year by city employes, 
other than firemen, and $10,000 of 
the $28,000 pledged two years ago, 
has not yet been paid. Efforts to 
collect are being continued. 

Wages of Employes. 

City Counselor Edgar H. Way- 

man, who is president of the wel- 


reporter he did not excuse the de- 
linquencies, but pointed out that 
city employes have been subject to 
repeated solicitation by charitable 
agencies and directed attention to 
the low wage paid to city employes. 

Only 203 are paid more than $200 
a month, and 3300 get between $100 
and $200 a month, Wayman said. 
There are 2600 city employes who 
receive between $51 and $100 a 
month, and 963 who get between 
$30 and $50 a month, Wayman said. 
Some of those in the lower brackets 
also receive their food and living 
quarters. 

In its campaign budgets United 
Charities includes each year a re- 
serve of about 4% per cent for 
pledges which prove to be uncol- 
lectible, but over the course of sev- 
eral years the actual loss from un- 
collected pledges is reduced to be- 
tween 2 and 3 per cent for each 
campaign.

— The 
Chrysler Corporation has announced 
that approximately 10,000 of its 55,- 
000 employes in Detroit plants nave 
been laid off and the work week 
reduced from 40 to 32 hours, as pro- 
vided for in its contract with the 
United Automobile Workers of 
America. 

The management said the work- 
ers laid off were probationary and 


those with the least seniority. 

The first of nearly 15,000 Gen- 
eral Motors workers at Pontiac 
who were made idle by a strike 
will return to work tomorrow. E. R. 
Leeder, manager of the Fisher 
Body plant at Pontiac, announced 
some departments would resume 
operations tomorrow and the full 
force on Monday. 

Spokesmen for General Motors 
and the Ford Motor Co. said they 
had made no general reductions in 
the number of workers.

A half-hour before time for play, 
the north and south stands were 
rapidly filling up.

The Billikens were first on the 
field for practice, a husky squad 
and favorites to win. A few min- 
utes later, the Bears appeared, their 
black and gold uniforms in distinct 
contrast to the bright blue and 
white of their opponents.

The witness was James A. Long- 
ley, vice-president and general man- 
ager of the Tennessee Electric Pow- 
er Co., one of the lurgest of the 
complaining corporations. In cross- 
éxamination, he was asked by Wil- 
liam C. Fitts Jr. of T V A counsel, 
if he had not testified in April, 
1933, before the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee at Washington. He 
recalled that he had. 

From the printed report of the 
hearing, tts read some of the 
questions that were put to Longley 
and his answers. In response to 
a question there as to whether he 
deemed it wise or economical to 
build more dams on the Tennessee 
River, his answer, as reported, was, 
“Well, right at present, I will say 
absolutely not, because there is a 
big surplus of power.” 

He was asked at the hearing by 
a Congressman if his opinion were 
not based more on the fact that 
electricity could be generated more 
cheaply by steam than by water 
power, and he said it was. 

The next question in the quoted 
record was, Taen if you power 
people won't develop the Tennessee 
River and do not feel that you can 
do it, about the only party who can 
do it is the Government, is it not?” 

“That is true; yes sir,” was the 
answer given at that time. 

Tack for Government. 

“Then we are left with the propo- 
sition,” the questioner continued, 
“that either the Government is go- 
ing to develop tne Tennessee River 
or it won't be developed at all?” 

“I think that is true,” was the 
answer. 

Although Longley could not re- 
call the words of his testimony at 
the congressional hearing, remark- 
ing that it was over four years 
ago, he smiled and said he would 
not deny the record with whicn he 
was confronted.

others under construction on the 
Tennessee. It has expended more 
than $150,000,000. Ultimate cost of 
the dams and related projects built, 
under construction, and proposed, 
has been estimated by T V A of- 
ficials at more than $500,000,000. 

Position of T V A. 

The indicated defense of T V A 
in this suit, which seeks to enjoin 
it from continuing it from its power 
activities, will be that every act is 
clearly within the specific provi- 
sion of the statute creating T V A, 
and that the constitutional power 
of Congress over navigable streams 
supports the validity of tne statute. 

It is the contention of the com-

side of the Atlantic.” 


“What is the use of making a 
trade agreement or attempting to 
co-operate with a Government 
which seems determined to sgbo- 
tage the economic system under 
which we live—without any alter- 


native system put in its place?” he 


asked. 

In the spring ot this year the 
President of the United States of 
America suddenly announced that 
in his opinion commodity prices 
were too high, although actually 
they were lower than the level of 
1926, which hitherto had been his 
declared objective. 

Says He Discouraged Investment. 

“He followed this by doing every- 
thing in his power to discourage 
investment in capital industries of 


the United States. 


“Confidence, which is so much 
easier to undemine than to inspire, 
was absolutely shattered and thi 
has led inevitably to acute defl 
tion—deflation which involved 
catastrophic fall, not only in stock 
markets but in commodity prices 
and the industrial output. 

“As a result of that, at a very 
critical moment, the underlying 
strength of democratic countries 
has been greatly diminished and the 
danger of war sensibly increased,” 
former 
Parliamentary secretary to Winston 
Churchill : 

He declared that if Roosevelt 
continued his policy “which, by dis- 
restricting 
the freedom of markets and deflat- 
ing prices, violated every sound 
economic principle,” there will be 
“no trade to agree upon in a trade 
agreement.” 

Britain’s Fortunes Tied With U. 8. 

Boothby added that, “whether we 
like it or not,” Britain’s economic 
fortunes are tied to those of the 
United States. 

Boothby, who has served in Par 
liament since 1924, is a wealthy 
stock broker and a member of the 
firm of Chase, Henderson & Ten- 
nant. It was understood reliably 
that the concern has close connec- 
tions with one of the larger Wall 
street firms.

WINDSORS AT THANKSGIVING 
SERVICE IN PARIS CHURCH 


Sit With U. S. Ambassador Bullitt 
in His Special Pew During 
American Ceremony.

PARIS, Nov. 25.—The Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor joined the 
American colony in today’s Thanks- 
giving service in an American 
church. The former King of En- 
gland and his American-born wife 
sat with United States Ambassador 
William C. Bullitt in Bullitt’s spe- 
cial pew. The Quai D’Orsay Church, 
whose membership includes all 
Protestant denominations, was dec- 
orated with American and British 
flags. 

The Windsors were invited by the 
Rev. Clayton E. Williams. He told 
them it would be particularly ap- 
propriate for them to attend since 
“the first Americans to celebrate 
Thanksgiving were English.” The 
Windsors arrived 20 minutes before 
the services, which were 10 minutes 
late in starting, because Bullitt had 
not arrived. The church was 
filled with more than 2000 wor- 
shipers. 

The Rev. F. E. B. Anderson, of 
the American Cathedral, Church of 
the Holy Trinity, read the lesson. 
Ambassador Bullitt read Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s Thanksgiving day 
proclamation.

The Duchess was the daughter 
of the late Eugene Zimmerman, 
Cincinnati banker, and was mar- 
ried to the Duke of Manchester in 
1900. They were divorced in 1931. 


The Duke and Duchess of Man- 
chester suffered recurrent marital 
troubles for 15 years before their 
divorce. 

The Duke, ninth holder of the 
title, was involved in frequent fi- 
nancial difficulties. The Duke told 
a court in May, 1935, that he had 
been bankrupt twice and that 67 
bankruptcy petitions had been filed 
against him. A few weeks later a 
court of appeal freed the Duke, re- 
versing a jury verdict which had 
sentenced him to nine months im- 
prisonment on charges of pawning 
jewelry with intent to defraud.

How to Lower the Tax Bill. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
AEN of business should remem- 
ber it is not in the Government’s 
power to make high taxes unnecessary 
without their co-operation. But it is in 
the power of the big shots—with the Gov- 
ernment’s aid—to rid themselves of bur- 
densome taxation. 

Unemployment seems to be the root of 
the evil, and unemployment is right 
“down the groove” for men of finance 
and industry; if they don’t knock it out 
of the lot, it’s their own hard luck. Hav-

except farming, it is obviously up to the 
big industries to put out the jobs that 
will convert able-bodied jobless men (of 
whatever age) into cash customers for 
the things industry has to sell. 

It is futile to howl about the undivided 
profits tax if the men it pinches are not 
willing to co-operate with the Govern- 
ment in making the tax unnecessary, It 
might be possible for the tax experts to 
arrange a schedule by which an industry 
would be relieved of the tax in propor- 
tion as it increased employment or as a 
reward for maintaining full employment, 
fair wages and lower prices. 

Full employment, fair wages and lower 
prices constitute a sound share-the- 
wealth plan, the fair sharing of wealth 
at the time of its production, by workers, 
consumers and owners. This policy gives 
promise of that general welfare which 
makes burdensome taxation unnecessary;

FOR A SEPARATE CHILD-LABOR BILL. | 


Sénator Vandenberg of Michigan has made an ex- 
cellent recommendation—one that should appeal to 
the administration and its opponents alike—in his 
proposal that child-labor legislation be separated 
from the pending wage and hour Dill. 

The Post-Dispatch has made this point several 
times during recent months. 

Senator Vandenberg advocates passage of the bill 
of Senators Wheeler of Montana and Johnson of 
Colorado and the submission of his own amendment 
to the states. We have no objection to the amend- 
ment which he proposes; with the words “for hire” 
included and the age limit lowered from 18 to 16, 
the text is free of the danger points which provoked 
so much opposition that the original child-labor 
amendment remains unratified after 13 years. The 
only question is whether an amendment is necessary. 

The strong probability is that a law such as that 
which Senators Wheeler and Johnson have united in 
drafting would be held constitutional today. There 
is no doubt about the part Mr. Wheeler indorsed, 
for it merely applies the principle upheld by the 
United States Supreme Court in the prison goods 
case. , 
In that instance, Congress extended the protection 
of the Federal Government, through the interstate 
commerce clause, to states which do not want prison- 
made goods imported from other states. Presumably, 
the same protection can be extended to states which 
do not want to support industries which exploit 
child labor. 

Senator Johnson's half of the bill proposes in 
essence to re-enact the Keating-Owen bill of the 
first Wilson administration. This measure forbade 
the shipment of all child-labor-made products in in- 
terstate commerce. What view the Supreme Court 
would take of a similar attack on the problem today 
is not known, but many students of its work in 
recent years are certain that the Justices would find 
conditions such as to justify indorsement. We have 
seen how the minority vfew of Chief Justice Taft 
in the minimum-wage decision of 1923 has now been 
accepted by the majority, and it would not be sur- 
prising if Justices Holmes’ dissent for four mem- 
bers of the court in the 1918 child-labor case were 
approved in the next year or two should the oppor- 
tunity present itself. 

Not only should child-labor legislation be kept 
separate from general wage and hour legislation, but 


a double-barreled attack such as that of Senators 


Wheeler and Johnson should also be protected by 
separability. That is, the bill in its final form 
should include a clause expressly providing that a 
possible finding of unconstitutionality against one 


section shall not necessarily invalidate the whole. 


The favorable report which the Senate Judiciary 
Committee gave Senator Vandenberg’s resolution to 
submit an amendment in the last session indicates 
that there probably would be little concerted opposi- 
tion if it were sent to the states for ratification. The 
speedier procedure, however, would be to pass the 
Wheeler-Johnson measure first and test its efficacy. 

If a law will do what needs to be done, we shall 
be ahead in time and energy and money. When an 
amendment is required, let the Constitution be 
amended, but it is the course of wisdom to explore 
all other proper methods before fundamental change 


is attempted. 
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AT THE WHITE HOUSE DINNER. 

President Roosevelt will eat his first Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner in the White House today, and the turkey 
is to be reinforced with chestnut dressing, and chest- 
nut dressing has commanded the devotion of trench- 
ermen and gourmets through all the syllables of 
recorded time.

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MR. DOUGLAS WARNS THE EXCHANGE. 
William O. Douglas, new chairman of the Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission, has warned the New 
York Stock Exchange that unless it extends and 
tightens its self-regulation, the commission will do 
the job. 

His statement is impressive because it shows famil- 
larity with the ways of Wall Street, coupled with a 
spirit of moderation. It hits primarily at those who 
make a “casino” of the exchange. x 
Specifically, the chairman objects to the manage- 
ment of the larger exchanges by professional trad- 
ers whose exacting businesses leave them little time 
for study of exchange problems. He objects further- 
more to what he believes to be the unnecessarily 
large number of exchange members, to short selling 
b; professional! traders at times when it contributes 
to distress selling and further depression of the 
market, to the creation of extensive fluctuations 
through heavy trading by exchange members and 
to exchange practices which keep from the market 
the buying support of small investors at a time when 
such support might arrest 4 downward trend. 

It is to be hoped that the stock exchange will 
accept the warning in the spirit in which it appears 
to be given. The S E C has proceeded from the 
outset on a policy of co-operation, Regulation is here 
to stay. If the exchange will stop trying to blame the 
market decline on the 8 E C, the Douglas program 
can be made the basis of friendly negotiations. 

Whatever ite drawbacks and bad points, the stock 
exchange is a necessary’ part of our system. The 
obligation of the Government is not to attempt to in- 
sure the investor against losses—no force under the 
sun can do that—but to devise reasonable protec- 
tions against unfair practices. It is to the interest 
of the exchange to co-operate with all fair-minded 
efforts to that end.

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ANOTHER REBUFF FOR THE VOLKSBUND. 

In choosing St. Louis for its regional convention, 
the Amerikadeutscher Volksbund—a society of Nazis 
in America—no doubt felt assured of a hospitable re- 
ception because of the large number of persons of 
German blood here. Instead, no meeting in years 
has aroused such intense and widespread antipathy, 
and many of the leading figures in opposition ar 
themselves of German descent. 

First the German House, then the Liederkranz 
Club and now the Ogkville Farmers’ Club have re- 
fused to permit the Nazis to meet on their premises. 
These private organizations acted after numerous 
protests had been received and the decision of the 
last-named came almost on the eve of the opening 
of the scheduled convention. It roused this in- 
teresting remark from Anton Kessler, chief local 
Nazi: “It’s a disgrace to our country and to every 
red-blooded American. So this is a free country and 
free speech.” 

For a supporter of Adolf Hitler to cry about free 
speech ig indeed amusing.. He apparently overlooks 
the fact, however, that the refusal to house the Nazis 
was made by three private organizations, who have 
no governmental connection, and that no official 
ban has been placed on the meeting. Mr. Kessler 
and his fellow-Nazis are perfectly free to meet in 
the hall of anyone who cares to have them. 

This newspaper does not believe in suppression of 
thought or speech; it has no objection to Mr. Kess- 
ler’s holding a Nazi convention. But it is glad to 
know that the German-Americans of St. Louis, as 
shown by their constant rebuffs of Nazis and Nazi- 
ism, are distinctly not fertile soil for the machin- 
ations of Adolf Hitler’s American agents. 
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THE “LOST CONCERTO” AT LAST. 

St. Louisans can hear the world premiere of Robert 
Schumann’s so-called “Lost Concerto” by tuning in 
on Station KSD at 1 o'clock tomorrow afternoon. 
The Berlin Philharmonic Orchestra's interpretation 
of the piece will be received by KSD by short wave 
direct from Germany and rebroadcast here. On 
Dec. 23, Yehudi Menuhin will give the composition 
its American premiere in an appearance with the 
St. Louis Symphony Orchestra. 

Schumann left instructions that the piece was not 
tu be played until a century after his death, but it 
is being released after less than three-quarters of 
the stipulated period has elapsed. The real value of 
the piece, which was composed after Schumann’s 
mind became clouded, is a matter of controversy. 

Menuhin refers to the work as “really inspired 
Schumann music, genuine, sorrowful, romantic, ma- 
ture and lyrical.” And Viadimir Golschmann, St. 
Louis’ own maestro, who inspected the score in Ger- 
many last summer, shares this view. “A most inter- 
esting work,” he says, “a great work; characteristic 
of Schumann, who never wrote music that was not 
good.” 

But Fritz Kreisler is of a different mind. He is 
definite in saying that he does not regard the un- 
played concerto as a great work of art. He ex- 
presses complete trust in the estimate of Joseph 
Joachim, executor of Schumann's musical will, 
that it is not worthy to be ranked with other works 
of the great composer. And some Eastern critics 
have expressed similar views. 

With the experts differing, it will devolve on each 
music lover to appraise the concerto for himself 
and decide whether it represents the tonal meander- 
ings of a deranged mind or an authentic work of

ing is its simplicity. The day takes us 

all back to earlier times, when life was 
free of most of the aggravating complica- 
tions of the present and at least creates the 
illusion that happiness was found in the 
contemplation of modest blessings. No mat- 
ter how large or luscious the turkey, it re- 
mains a symbol of days when such fare 
was a real feast. 

Since our first Thanksgiving day, we have 
outgrown all the conditions now shown in 
the pictures that symbolize the annual cele- 
bration. This may account for the per- 
sistence of our fondness for the old customs. 
For most Americans, turkey or its equiva- 
lent is not reserved for feast days, and we 
have no doubt that they yearn for the sim- 
plicity of the older Thanksgivings quite as 
much as they do for the groaning board. 

Life has become so complicated that most 
people would be thankful if they could get 
back to some of the conditions of “horse 
and buggy days.” The great problem of se- 
curity, which becomes more and more press- 
ing and is at the bottom of most of our 
present-day anxieties, seemed to have both- 
ered the earlier-day Americans not at all. 

Was this altogether a matter of faith and 
courage? Were they unconcerned about the 
morrow, or was it that they owned a se- 
cret which has been lost? Is the striving 
for security, and all that it entails, merely 
a subconscious revolt against conditions that 
seem unbearable, or have we become pos- 
sessed of a fear compulsion unknown to our 
forbears? 


Oine of the fine things about Thanksgiv- 


Perhaps, since happiness is largely a mat- 
ter of contrasts, the older Americans were 
more content in their simple ways than we 
can ever hope to be. Lacking all of those 
things which we call modern, including the 
stimulating excitements and diverse inter- 
ests, maybe they were not so conscious: of 
either happiness or unhappiness. 

Such an explanation might be read into 
the history of the old days, when men and 
women were so busy doing essential tasks 
that they Bad little time for brooding. Cer- 
tainly there was more opportunity for those 
human relationships which mean most even 
today. 

This was the conclusion of Walt Whit- 
man, writing long before the days we call 
modern, but at a time when there was 
plenty of restlessness and questioning of 
things which had until then been generally 
accepted. These lines are from his “Song 
for Occupations”: 


A song for occupations! 


In the labor of engines and trades and the 
labor of fields I find the developments, 
And find the eternal meanings. 


The men and the work of the men on fer-

The President is a certain kind 
of individual. He is audacious— 
sometimes to the point of reckless- 
ness. His is the temperament that, 
under strain, acts. Given a con- 
tinued crisis, there is nothing in 
the past pattern of his behavior to 
indicate that he will be inclined to 
let things drift. Just now there is 
good reason to believe that he 
would respond to overtures from 
the more enlightened section of the 
business world, especially if those 
overtures were accompanied by 
specific programs for collaboration. 

But if the bridge is not made, if 
co-operation with private capital 
for recovery fails, Mr. Roosevelt 
will be pushed, by the actual situ- 


ation, by his own temperament and 


by certain of his advisers, to take 
far more radical measures than 
heretofore. What those measures 
may be, one can guess. He may go 
into increased Government interfer- 
ence and control to the point of 
socialization. 

The process, carried out under 
pressure of powerful and greedy 
groups, would almost certainly 
mean further unbalancing of the 
budget, further increases in pro- 
duction costs, and inflation. And it 
takes a ruthless and courageous 
mind to face what would be on the 
other side of that.

There may be people in this 
country who are thinking: Let the 
whole thing slide. It will carry 
down Roosevelt. It will liquidate 
the New Deal. Let them be warned 
by the experience of other coun- 
tries! The sudden and catastrophic 
liquidation of any system is—sud- 
den and catastrophic. History will 
not forgive the wrecking of the 
American economy—either by fan-

Arman Tokatyan Substitutes 
for Martinelli—Bruna Cas- 
tagna in Title Role. 


Bizet’s “Carmen” was presented 
at the Municipal Auditorium last 
night by the St. Louis Grand Opera 


Company, as the second offering of 
the present season, with Bruna Cas- 
tagna in the title role, and Arman 
Tokatyan substituting for Giovanni 
Martinelli, who is ill. 

The performance as a whole was 
far more satisfactory than previous 
presentations of the Bizet opera, al- 
though Mme. Castagna lacked many 
of the attributes of the traditional 
Carmen—the sensuality, the physi- 
cal allure and a convincing wan- 
toness.

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HE arts of ancient Egypt—its 
1 painting and sculp- 

ture—were revived as a setting 
for the debut ball of Miss Nancy 
Lee Morrill, reigning Veiled Prophet 
Queen, last night at the St. Louis 
Country Club.

The theme for the party, given 
by Miss Morrill's parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles H. Morrill of Warson 
road, was suggested by a trip the 
debutante made to Egypt last win- 
ter. Pictures she brought back 
inspired designs for mummies, syca- 
more trees and windblown horse- 
men appliqued to white coverings 
for many small supper and break- 
fast tables, each decorated with a 
foot-tall palm. 


Walls, first covered with silver 
cloth, were overlaid with brightly 
colored panels, red and yellow pre- 
dominating, and between tree 
trunks windows and doorways were 
outlined with painted strips of hie- 
roglyphics and Egyptian figures. 


Tree-framed arches, one marked 
by an enormous scarab, led from 
three sides to the ancient temple 
courtyard, a special room built off 
one side of the club and lighted 
indirectly by blue bulbs concealed 
in a silver cloth sky.

As a Sunday School teacher of 
girls from 11 to 17 years of age, we 
tried the plan.

When Royalty 
Is Entertained 


Duke of Windsor Planned 
Visit to This Country.

EFORE the Duke and Duchess 
of Windsor changed their plans 
about visiting the United 
States, a number of inquiries were 
received by this column as to meet- 
ing and entertaining royalty. 
Among them were: 

Dear Mrs. Post: Did the Duchess 
of Windsor not attain royal status 
when she married royalty? I am 
thinking of my own marriage to an 
Italian, and the title which is his 
is now equally my own. 

Answer: The Duchess of Wind- 
sor, in order to have royal rank, 
would have to be elevated not only 
by an act of the now ruling king, 
but with the approval of the pre- 
mier and the Privy Council and a 
procedure all far too long to de- 
scribe. Moreover, the ban against 
the remarriage of divorced persons 
by Crown as well as church, makes 
such elevation for the moment im- 
possible—since officially the mar- 
riage is not even acknowledged by 
either Parliament or the church. 


Dear Mrs. Post: When talking 
with the Duke of Windsor, is one 
supposed to answer “Your Royal 
Highness” once, and after that, 
when necessary, call him Sir“? 
This is what you suggest in your 
book for royalty. Instead of saying, 
for example, “Are you going to in- 
spect the mine this morning?”

Patience Needed 
To Train Dogs 


By Albert Payson Terhune 


ARLY in this series, I told you 


as much as I know about the 

house-breaking of puppies. But 
every day I still receive one or more 
letters asking advice on this same 
subject. So if you don't mind, I’m 
going to talk about it again. 


In the first place, bear in mind 
your pup is only a baby. Mentally 
and physically, he is not yet mas- 
ter of himself. But nine times in 
ten he is ready and eager to learn, 
if he be rightly taught. In no other 
phase of all his training does the 
owner need so constantly to use pa- 
tience and common sense, as in this 
detail of house-breaking. 


Some puppies will become more 
or less house-broken almost at once, 
while othérs need weeks or months. 
Soon or late, all can be taught. If 
they transgress, it is oftener the 
fault of their owner than theirs. 
Remember to let your puppy out 
of the house many times a day— 
always after meals and always the 
first thing in the morning and the 
last at night, and at other inter- 
va 


The moment he shows the slight- 
est signs of uneasiness, let him out. 
Don't wait. If you walt, the fault 
is yours, not his. Don't beat or 
kick him or yell at him, when he 
transgresses. Let him understand 
very clearly how he has erred; scold 
him, and send him outdoors. If you 
are sensiblo and patient, he will get 
the idea in the course of time; 
usually, soon.

The enemy, or the enemy’s wives, 
and mothers and children? One's 
own people, legally or illegally, in 
order to make others face up to 
the enemy? Whether it be defence 
or attack—that is war, and war 
means killing, and killing can nev- 
er be anything else than killing, 
no matter with what fine names 
you inVest it or with what usurped 
authority you glorify it. 


We wait again for a lead from the 
Church in regard to war. But as 
things are today, and as men now 
speak, we will wait in vain until 
the people exercise their liberty of 
conscience and compel the Church, 
for its own safety, to act in the 
proper way, in the true Christian 
way. Perhaps a hundred years 
from now the Church will be op- 
posed to war—but think of all that 
will have happened in the interval, 
all the killing and dying and suf- 
fering and crucifying. 

The Church is opposed to child 
labor and sweated labor, and 
slavery. It is opposed to malicious 
propaganda, murder, robbery, starv- 
ation, intemperance, prostitution. 
Now all these things are vices of 
war. If the Church leaders studied 
them they would realize that war 
is made up of all these things. Yet, 
we have the astonishing spectacle 
of the Christian Church denounc 
ing the evil parts in the name of 
God, and upholding the evil whole 
in the name of the State.

KNOW it is often said—

of office and fame which would 
not in the ordinary, peaceful 
course of events come their 
way. 

These are the only good“ 
things that can come out of 
war. In the past, when wea- 
pons were primitive, w en fight- 
ing men waged war only with 
fighting men, and when life was 
not so congested, a measure of 
liberty was secured by war. But 
today, with all history behind 


us, we must ask ourselves the 
question: Could the Same 
amount of good, or more good, 
have been acquired by 
other means than war?“ 
this test it will be found, 
fairly found, that the war

Senior Officers 


During my service in the army I 
have been greatly troubled by the 
conduct of senior officers suffer- 
ing from a vague sort of religion. 1 
remember a Colonel who used to 
lecture his erring subalterns after 
he had told them off, in the orderly 
room, by making them go to his 
quarters and there listen to him 
reciting extracts from the Bible in 
their disfavor. It so happened that 
while at school I used often to 
carry off the Divinity prize—prob- 
ably because I liked the subject 
as it came easily to me, forming in 
my mind a sort of history, and 


probably because of the added in- 
centive that Divinity prizemen, to- 
gether with the choir, were given 
a holiday to go with the 
cricket eleven to Charterhouse to 
watch the cricket, and to Marlbor- 
ough with the XV, in order to 
watch the football. 

Well, I knew my Bible and the 
lessons it contained. And one day, 
when I was a senior subaltern, I 
was held responsible for the activ- 
ities of the other subalterns in the 
billlards-room after a hectic guest 
night. For this I stood in front 
of the colonel, in the quietude of his 
den, and was compelled to listen to 
the twentieth chapter of Deuteron- 
omy, from verse 18 onwards. This 
includes the passage: 

“This our son is stubborn and 
rebellious; he will not obey our 
voice; he is a glutton and a drunk- 


ard.” Having said this, the colo- 
nel paused, looked through me with 
his eyes soaked in pity. Then he 
flashed his indignation and his 
moustache bristled. 

“T do not know what to do with 
you,” he said, grinding his teeth. 
“You are incorrigible; you should 
be shot! What do you think about 
oF 

“‘And all the men of this city 
shall stone him with stones, that he 
may die,“ I replied, continuing the 
quotation which I knew by heart. 

The colonel looked at me with 
amazement. 

“Where the devil did you learn 
that?” he demanded. 

“At school, sir,” I replied. 

“Gracious me!“ he exclaimed. 
“You ‘should be a chaplain. You 
would do much better there than as 


a combatant. That is—if you know 
any more!” 

He then proceeded to test me. So 
astonished was he at my biblical 
knowledge that he instructed me to 
draw up a list of biblical injunc- 
tions concerning esprit de corps 
and morale for the men, during 
winter training in barracks; he also 
informed the senior chaplain of the 
forces that he had a badly behaved 
youngster who he thought should 
be attached to the chaplain’s de- 
partment! “The trouble is,” he 
added, “he is not ordained! Could 
this be arranged?” 

Needless to say, the transfer was 
neither suitable nor approved by 
the chaplain and myself. But the 
incident does show the curious 
ideas regarding religion which used 
to prevail in the army in those days 
and which, for all I know, prevail 
the today. 


Excited Adjutant 


There is another side to the pic- 
ture. During the war an excited 
adjutant came rushing into the 
commanding officer's billet, in 
France, prior to a grand attack, 
and when asked by his colonel what 
the matter was, the youngster ex- 
plained that the chaplain was 
preaching sedition in the market- 
square to the troops. 

„What's he saying?” the colonel 
asked. And the adjutant revealed 
that the chaplain had told the men 
that war was contrary to the teach- 
ings of Christ. 


“Of course it is,” replied the colo- 
nel. “What fool ever said it was 
not! But what the devil has that 
got to do with us?”

Much of the reasoning of parsons

The 
point seems to be whether we 
take for granted that every- 
thing Caesar says and does 
is not only true, but good and 
reasonable, .I am afraid, however, 
having personally peeped behind 
the curtain, that I am too well ac- 
quainted with the routine of all 
governments to believe that few 
things that Caesar says, through 
the mouths of his paid officials, 
are entirely for the good of man or 
the benefit of the State. Rather, I 
am of the opinion that at all times 
and in all things, before the wants 
of Caesar are fulfilled, the ques- 
tions are asked: “Is it opportune? 
Is it expedient? Will it make dif- 
ficulties? Is it in accordance with 
precedent? Is is dignified?” I am 
referring more particularly now to 
state government conditioned by 
limited monarchy and state church,

A young friend of mine at a de- 
bate was asked that question about 
good coming out of war. He an- 
swered that, in regard to the Great 
War, if we looked at the map of 
Europe we would see that vast ter- 
ritories, such as Poland, and small- 
er countries adjacent to Germany, 
had re-established their independ- 
ence, or changed hands, as a result 
of the Great War. 

To my mind that is a short-sight- 
ed answer to a short-sighted policy, 
In that very exchange of war, frag- 
ments of a patched peace, are all the 
elements of fresh strife and turmoil. 
Much of the other territories taken 
from the Central Powers yesterday 
are the germinating beds of the 
wars tomorrow. The seeds have 
been well planted. Time, and the 
heat of nationalistic passions, will 
one day produce the evil fruit. The 
independence of the new and small- 
er states dotted over Europe is by 
no means as good for democracy 
as we make out, what with a multi- 
plicity of frontiers and tariffs and 
the aggravation of brand-new na- 
tional patriotisms. 

What good came out of the last 
South African War, which lasted 
for two and one-half years? True, 
after thousands of lives were sac- 
rificed and a great amount of mis- 
ery suffered, the two white 
races—the Boers and the English 
became friendly, save in the 
back bush. At least, they are 
friendly on the surface, and the 
arrangement works. But was it

necessary to fight things out to 
a grim finish in order to acquire 
the state of peace and prosperity 
existing in South Africa today? The 
Boer War of 1881, and the constant 
friction and fighting between the 
Dutch and the English for almost 
a hundred years before that, laid 
those seeds of hate and suspicion 
which led eventually to the Jame- 
son Raid and the South African 
War of 1899-1902. 

Look at Canada and the United 
states of America! There, the 
scramble for natural wealth, for 
mapped possessions, was very 
much like the rac> of avarice in 
South Africa. Only, the Amert- 
can neighbors were wise enough 
to realize the unending folly of 
making war because of com- 
mercial desires. They agreed to 
exist as neighbors, on peaceful 
terms, and today there is neither 
enmity nor a fortified frontier 
between ‘hose two great nations. 
Today there is not room for both 

God and Caesar in a world run by 
profit-making commerce for profit- 
making commerce. The unseen 
power behind the Triple Alliance of 
Church, the army and the navy is 
that very brand of commercialism 
disguised in he form of state. 
There is the real Caesar to whom 
the just rendering is due; after 
Caesar comes God. Oh, I know 
there are many woo will turn on 


me for so speaking. But how is 


it possible to ignore the truth? The 
idea that everything Caesar says 
must be right, and everything that 
Caesar demands must be good, is 
strange. But that is the very 
breath of Imperialism—despite all 
that is said on behalf of the Brit- 
ish Empire. Wanatever is rendered 
to Caesar as his due should surely 
also merit the approval of the 
Almighty. 

How futile it is for the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury to expect a 
real religious revival—a real recall 
to Christianity, that is—when the 
church and its temporal allies have 
their foremost loyalty in Caesar and 
not in Christ, as history past and 
present proves so conclusively. 

The only way to acquire peace 
in the world is to face up to the 
facts and learn our lesson from the 
history written in the blood of men 
and women who have fought in 
vain under the Triple Alliance 
founded on false gospels. The clash 
between Fascism and Communism 
will surely come unless we are pre- 
pared to see how, by honest be- 
havior, both forces can be recon- 
ciled in a warless world. 

That is the only hope of the sur- 
vival of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, which I have helped in 
some small way to build up, and 
which my ancestors helped always 
to sustain. 

Are the Christian churches pow- 
erless to avert catastrophe, power- 
less to lead?

669 '°VE had my doubts,” writes 
one of our readers, “about the 
color scheme of our living 

room. And now that we've about 

decided to have the room repainted 

[I would appreciate your sugges- 


tions. It’s avout 12 by 20, with one 
end used for dining, where we have 
a modern walnut table with dining 
chairs in red leather. As we 
couldn’t afford a large rug, we 
bought a 9 by 12 which fits the liv- 
ing end of the room, the bare part 
of the floor being used for the din- 
ing furniture, This rug is in shades 
of red with suggestions of white, 
blue and black through it, but in- 
definite so that it blends almost un- 
noticeably into the red. We have a 
modern upholstered sofa and chair 
with simple straight lines, a studio 
couch, draperies in a woven fabric 
predominately rust-red and white 
and cornices in plain rust-red, ve 
netian blinds of oyster white with 
rust-red tapes, walls of oyster white 
and white lamps. I have a feeling 
that we have too much red here, al- 
though in a soft light the room 
seems quite homelike and cozy. We 
are planning to have new slip cov- 
ers for sofa, chair arid studio couch 
and the walls are to be repainted. 
We'd like to have one of the new 
dark shades, such as gray or plum, 


for the walls. What would you ad- 
vise? 

I wouldn't be surprised if there 1s 
too much warm color in the room 
at present, but since the effect is so 
glowing and homelike, I doubt if 
the room is really wrong. All the 
rules can be broken if the result is 
pleasant and livable. However, I 
agree with you that one of the new 
dark wall colors would be more 
exciting. I'd advise gray walls with 
your red rug, I think, then slip cov- 
ers in tweedy gray homespun ma- 
terials with red welting and extra 
odd cushions in red. Add pewter 
for accent and give the white lamps 
importance. You could do with an 
extra occasional chair in white 
leather.
